- The first reconditioned blast furnace was put into operation on 
3 July 1947, the second in November 1948. Only halt of the third furnace had 
been completed and construction of the fourth not started. 


- The coke conveyor between the furnace-charging plant and the coke 
evens was under construction, 


c. In 1948, almost all PWs were engaged in clearing work as preparation 
for the neccnatruction of the rolling mill, ‘The brickwork of the cold 
rolling mill was completed by November 1948.

6. The following installations had been completed and put into operation 
by May 1949: 


Two blast furnaces, one oi &00 m tons, the other somewhat smaller; 
open~hearth. department with eight furnaces; 

cold and hot rolling mill; 

chrome nickel foundry with two German steel furnaces; 

the pig iron shop; 

three complete coke batteries with conveyors, coal milla and two cooling 
phants; 

coke conveying belt connecting the coke batteries with the blast furnaces; 
benzol station; 

gasoling station; 

sulfate department; 

phenole department; 

loading installations and railroad spur tracks for the individual depart- 


ments; 
power station for the blast furnace airpipes 


7. The followhwk installations were under construction in May 1949 : 


one. blast furnace; 

several open-hearth furnaces; 

one coke battery; 

the refined steel plant, excellently protected against observation by a 
park, many trees, a dispersed layout. Hlectricity is supplied by the 
large Dnieper power plant on the barrage wall.
